Chats with Hanna, Sees the President,and Then Goes Over
to the Supreme Court.

Washington, April 6..William J. Bryan

presented a strong argument in defence of
the people's rights in the Nebraska maximumfreight rates cases before the United
States Supreme Court to-day. In careful,
subdued, yet earnest tones the Nebraska
statesman held the profound attention of
the court and of the large assemblage ol
noted lawyers for nearly an hour.
Previous to him Mr. Webster completed

his argument, and subsequently Mr. James
C. Carter began the defence for the railroads.To-morrow at 3 o'clock the argumentswill come to an end and the court
will be left to wade through the voluminous
briefs of differentials, percentages and Intricatetables In which the cases are so

greatly involved. For hours before the conveningof the court a large crowd of men
and women, notably the latter, were waitingto be let into the court room. Once
in ruey pauemiy waned several injurs

longer 'n the hope, as one man stated it,
of "Hearing the great man say something."
The Capitol was not the only place where

an ovation was accorded Mr. Bryan. At
the White House, as well, he was besieged
by an admiring crowd when lie called to
pay his respects to the President. At 10
o'clock, accompanied by Benton McMillin
and Attorney-General Smythe, of Nebraska,
Mr. Bryan left his hotel in an open carriage.
As soon as his presence became known at
the White House he was surrounded by a
number of Senators and Representatives, ail
of whom greeted him cordiali-

Senator Hanna was one of the first wh<

Mi
Bryan was escorted to President Mc
Kiniey's private office by Secretary Portei
where he remained in conversation wit;
his successful rival for fifteen minutes
When he left the office he was besieged D,
a crowd of men and women who wer

waiting to see President McKlnley. Mi
Bryan's presence, however, seemed to mak
them forget their mission, and they fol
lowed him out into the corridors.
Before leaving Mr. Bryan, desiring t

show his friend, Attorney-General Smythe
through the 'building, was ushered througl
the different rooms of the Executive Man
sion. Again the crowd pressed arouh<
him as he left the White House. Such wa

the anomaly of the defeated candidate fo
the Presidency holding a levee at the wnit
House.
As he walked down the broad steps sonr

enthusiastic admirer asked: "What do yoi
think of the Ohio elections?"
"Oh, they show a general revival of con

fidence in Ohio," Mr. Bryan ironically re

plied.
Justices Were Interested.

Mr. Bryan's address before the court wa

dignified and at times oratorical. It wa

evident that he impressed his hearers. Th

nine Justices leaned forward with all th
interest their dignity would allow. Whei
he had finished Justice Gray asked him

The line of argument presented by Mr

Bryan was that even If the Court shouli
not be disposed to accept his associate'
figures and contentions as to the profit
which the disputed law allows the rail
roads, yet there were still further ground;
upon which the reasonableness of the rate!
could be established. He asked' the cour

to take into consideration the fact tha
corporations should receive the same treat
ment at the hands of the courts as an indi
vidual. For this reason the railroad cor
porations in this cast; could not justly asl
for freight rates that will yield them i

profit 011 the total capital invested whei
that amount was far in excess of the actua
value of the roads.

If an Individual establishes himself ii
business and his property declines in value
he is not able to raise his charges or evei
maintain them for the purpose of reim
bursing himself, for he is subject to un
restricted competition. In the case of i
railroad, Mr. Bryan continued, the verj
nature of the business is that of a monop

-*ty. It can, therefore, reimburse itself a
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o will if the rights of the public are not pro- |tected. Mr Bryan contended that, in all I

justice to the public, the railroad corpora11tions should be on an equality with an in-
dividual and should not be entitled to more

. than a reasonable profit on the actual value
that it would cost to reproduce the road today.

, 'the Nebraska maximum freight rate
h cases are, perhaps, the most importantinstances of railroad litigation, both in

the amount of money involved and in the
y far-reaching effects of their decision, that
e have come before the court In many years.The difference in the rates involved in the

discussion amount to $1,500,000 each year,
e The proposed law purposes to save this

to the producers of Nebraska. The rail-
roads do not intend to give it np without
a struggle. Many of the Western States

t> have laws much similar to the Nebraska
law in question, and. should it prove void, .' it is feared that there would arise endlessa litigation in those States.
